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ACT PROVIDING FOR LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATING 

COMMITTEE. 



AN ACT to provide a committee to visit, examine and report respecting 
state institutions and offices, repealing all laws in conflict therewith, 
and declaring an emergency. 

(S. 203. Approved March 1, 1901.) 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana, That the Governor of the State shall, 
within ten days after each general November election, ap- 
point a committee to be composed of three members-elect 
of the General Assembly. Not more than two members of 
said committee shall be selected from any one political 
party, one member of which committee shall be from the 
Senate and two from the House. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of this committee to visit 
and fully investigate the penal, benevolent, reformatory, 
educational and all other state institutions, boards, societies 
and commissions and offices, to which any appropriation 
has been made by the Legislature at its last preceding 
session, before the convening of the General Assembly next 
succeeding such general election, and prepare and submit 
to the said Legislature a report of such investigation, with 
the amount of appropriation which such committee deems 
absolutely necessary to meet the wants of each of said insti- 
tutions and offices, with such other recommendations as the 
committee deems wise. Such investigations shall occupy 
a period of not exceeding forty-five days. Such committee 
shall be composed of men of known probity and business 
ability. No person shall be eligible to membership on said 
committee who shall be interested financially, directly or 
indirectly, in any of such proposed appropriations. The 
pay of such committee shall be three dollars per diem each 
and all traveling and hotel expenses. They shall have au- 
thority to employ a clerk, and shall with their report file 
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such tables and other information respecting said institu- 
tions and oflSces as they shall deem proper. The Auditor 
of State is hereby authorized and directed to draw his war- 
rant upon the Treasurer of State for the per diem and 
expenses of said committee and the compensation of such 
clerk upon vouchers duly presented and approved by the 
chairman of such committee, and the Treasurer of State 
shall pay such warrants when presented out of any moneys 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. The above 
provision for the payment of per diem, expenses and clerk 
hire shall apply to the committee of this General Assembly 
heretofore appointed by Governor James A. Mount, under 
the acts referred to in the next succeeding section, and the 
Auditor of State shall draw his warrant, and the Treasurer 
of State shall pay the same for such per diem and expenses. 

Sec. 3. That an act entitled *'An act to provide a com- 
mittee to. visit penal, benevolent and educational institu- 
tions for the purpose of recommending appropriations to 
the General Assembly, approved February 5, 1897," and 
an act entitled *'An act to amend an act to provide a com- 
mittee to visit penal, benevolent and educational institu- 
tions for the purpose of recommending appropriations to 
the General Assembly, approved February 5, 1897," ap- 
proved January 16, 1899, be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 4. Whereas an emergency (Exists for the imme- 
diate taking effect of this act, the same shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage. 
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PREFATORY NOTE. 



To the Members of the Seventieth General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana: 

The Legislative Visiting Committee, appointed by 
Samuel M. Ralston, Governor of the State of Indiana, and 
composed of Senator Walter S. Chambers of Newcastle; 
Btepresentative Joseph M. Cravens of Madison, and Repre- 
sentative Charles A. McGonagle of Mnncie, respectfully 
submits the following report : 

The committee selected Joseph M. Cravens as its chair- 
man. 

Previous to the appointment of the committee the State 
Board of Accounts had instructed the various state institu- 
tions, boards, commissions and officials to prepare and sub- 
mit for the use of the committee, reports showing the dis- 
bursements according to classification, upon forms provided 
by the State Board of Accounts. 

This committee decided that the reports thus prepared 
and submitted did not contain all necessary data and in- 
formation for the compilation of this committee's report. 
We therefore addressed a letter to each of the state charit- 
able and correctional institutions requesting that reports 
be prepared according to the following instructions :

INDIANA UNIVERSITY, PURDUE UNIVERSITY, 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

By an act of the General Assembly of 1913, a special 
tax of 7 cents on each one hundred dollars was levied for 
the use of the Indiana University, Purdue University, and 
the State Normal School. Of this amount Indiana Uni- 
versity received two-fifths, Purdue University two-fifths,, 
and the State Normal School one-fifth. The revenue for 
the year 1916, under this act, gave Indiana University 
$550,000, Purdue University $550,000, and the State Normal 
School $275,000, or practically double what these institu- 
tions received from the State prior to the act of 1913. The 
act of 1913 provides that the revenue derived from the 
7-cent levy shall cover maintenance, repairs, and all other 
expenses, as well as new buildings and all permanent im- 
provements. This was done in order that these institu- 
tions should not be compelled to ask succeeding legislatures 
for either regular or specific appropriations. 

This committee has visited Indiana University and 
Purdue University, and has examined the financial reports 
of all three, and compared them with reports of the last 
year prior to the receiving of this largely increased income. 
We find that salaries have been increased from twenty-five 
to sixty-five per cent, and new positions created until the 
item of salaries in 1916 was practically double that of 1913. 
While the expenditure of the funds derived from the tax 
levy authorized by the act of 1913 is entirely within the 
control of the boards of trustees of each of these institu- 
tions, we find that the rapidly increasing cost of mainte- 
nance will soon leave the institutions without funds for 
arfy kind of permanent improvements. We, therefore, rec- 
ommend that the law of 1913 be amended so as to set aside 
not less than twenty per cent, of the funds derived from 
the special tax levy for a building and permanent improve- 
ment fund, and not to be used for maintenance, repairs or 
other current expenses; and this twenty per. cent, to be left 
with the State Treasurer to be paid out for the permanent 
physical betterment of the institutions, as shall be approved 
by the State Board of Finance,

This institution is located on North Street between 
Pennsylvania and Meridian Streets in the city of Indian- 
apolis. It is maintained to educate the blind children of 
Indiana. The age limits now in force are from eight to 
twenty-one years. Children are received who are blind and 
those whose eyesight is defective to such extent that they 
cannot be educated in the public schools of the State because 
of such defect. 

In regard to the capacity of the institution, the Superin- 
tendent makes the following statement : ' ' The capacity of 
the school buildings and dormitories is sufficient to accom- 
modate 150 students. It is sufficient to meet the present 
demands with the age limit eight to twenty-one years, and 
the future will probably never require facilities for more 
than 150. The decrease in the per cent, of the young blind 
will probably overcome the increase in population."

This institution was incorporated as a state school 
January 15, 1844, and is maintained for the education of 
those too deaf to receive a proper education in the public 
schools. At present, the age limits as fixed by the Board 
of Trustees, are 7 to 21, for admission. Continuance in 
school (five to twelve years) depends upon progress and 
conduct of pupil. The General Assembly of 1913 passed an 
act concerning the school attendance of children, wherein it 
was provided that children too deaf to be properly educated 
in the public schools should attend this school, or some 
similar one, between the ages of 7 and 18, and providing 
penalties, etc. 

The present site, containing 76.93 acres, is located at 
Forty-second street and the Monon Railroad, in Indian- 
apolis, and was purchased at $400 per acre. Buildings were 
erected and the new institution was occupied October 11, 
1911.

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The condition of the buildings at this institution pre- 
sents a serious- problem for legislation and executive con- 
sideration, the solution of which will not admit of longer 
delay. The patients of this hospital are housed in two im- 
mense structures, one of which is for male and the other for 
female patients. While neither conform to modern ideas of 
hospital construction, the woman's building is in a fair state 
of preservation and repair, and with some minor alterations 
could be made to serve its purpose for a number of years. 
The men's building, the main part of which was built in 
1847, and in which more than six hundred patients are con- 
fined, is in a bad state of repair, is not fire-proof, is anti- 
quated, poorly lighted and ventilated, unsanitary and un- 
safe. It is our opinion that any attempt to remodel or make 
extensive alterations in this building would be a waste of 
money, and we doubt the wisdom of erecting new buildings 
at the hospital to care for these male patients. 

The other alternatives would be either the erection of 
another hospital for the insane, or the redistricting of the 
State and increasing the capacity of each of the other hos- 
pitals. The committee does not assume the responsibility of 
making recommendations as to which course should be pur- 
sued, but .suggests that the matter be left to a commission 
to be appointed for that purpose and that an appropriation 
sufficiently large to start the work be made.

This institution comprises 1,245 acres of land about two 
miles north of Newcastle, Henry County. 

The village was created by an act of the General As- 
sembly, approved March 6, 1905, which provided for the 
purchase of not less than 1,000 acres of land for a site for 
the village. The act further provided for the appointment 
of a board of trustees after the land had been purchased, 
outlined the order and method of commitment of patients, 
the method of transfer of patients from other state institu- 
tions, and appropriated $150,000 for the purchase of land 
and the erection of buildings. 

The board of trustees was appointed March 17, 1906, and 
the first buildings were ready for occupancy August 19, 
1907. 

The purpose of the institution is declared to be the scien- 
tific treatment, education, employment and custody of 
epileptic residents of Indiana. The act provides that all 
epileptic persons who have a legal settlement in the State 
shall be considered admissible as inmates of the iastitution. 
No age limits were established by the act creating the insti- 
tution, ^nd none has been fixed by the board of trustees. 
All patients are males ; no buildings have been erected yet 
for females,, although the Legislature of 1915 made appro- 
priations for a group of buildings to be occupied by female 
patients.

The Indiana State Farm is located in Putnam County, 
one mile west of Putnamville and five miles southwest of 
Greencastle. A switch has been built by the labor of the 
prisoners from Putnamville to the farm. The National 
Road runs through the place. 

The farm consists of 1,603 acres, of which less than 600 
acres is tillable, and the most of this is poor land. The 
farm has no great agricultural possibilities. An orchard of 
two thousand trees has been planted. The entire farm is 
underlaid with limestone, but not good for other than build- 
ing purposes. Plenty of good clay for brick making can be 
found. 

The first prisoners were received at the farm in April, 
1915, and in six months there were more than 600 inmates. 
The number has increased verv little since that time. The 
State Farm is a correctional institution for male violators 
of the law for such offenses as they otherwise would be com- 
mitted to the county jails or workhouses. The average 
length of commitment is about four months. 

All the buildings, except the power house, are of cheap 
construction, and were erected by prison labor, the only ex- 
pense being for materials.

This institution was created by an act of the liCgislature 
of 1859,, which provided for the erection of a state prison 
north of the National road. Michigan City was selected as 
the location, and a site of one hundred acres was purchased 
at $45 per acre. The buildings were commenced in 1861 and 
completed in about two years. The brick entering into the 
construction of the buildings were obtained from the land, 
and the prisoners were employed to do the work. 

Male persons convicted of treason, or murder in the first 
or second degree, and all male persons over thirty years of 
age convicted of any felony, are incarcerated in this insti- 
tution. 

The law directs that a certain per cent, of the prison 
population may be contracted. The board of trustees has 
full contr4)l of the labor of the convicts, but the law pro\T.des 
that the number of convicts employed in any single trade 
shall not exceed one hundred, except such trade or industry 
is in actual operation in the State of Indiana. No contracts 
for the labor of convicts can be made for a longer period 
than up to October 1, 1920.

In the event such laws are amended or repealed by the 
present Legislature, such changes should be considered in 
framing that portion of the appropriation bills pertaining 
to the oflSce or department affected. 

Requests for increases in maintenance appropriations 
for the ensuing biennial period, and for emergency main- 
tenance funds for the current year, have been made by the 
various state institutions. The basis for such requests in 
each instance has been the prevailing high prices of com- 
modities that are necessarily consumed in the institutions. 
While recognizing the seriousness of the situation which 
confronts these institutions, the committee doubts the ad- 
visability of approving such requests. We believe it would 
be better to place a sufficient contingent fund at the dis- 
posal of the Governor to enable him to extend relief to any 
institution should the maintenance fund of any institution 
be found insufficient. 

Some institutions are not asking for any increase for 
maintenance and the per cent, increases requested by others, 
in proportion to their regular maintenance funds, vary 
greatly. 

The regular appropriations made by this session will be 
available for the period beginning October 1, 1917, and end- 
ing September 30, 1919. By that time conditions may have 
so changed that the increases requested may not be neces- 
sary. 

We regret to note that in a few instances certain insti- 
tutions have failed to complete buildings for w^hich appro- 
priations were made by the last Legislature within the 
amount appropriated. Such institutions have requested ap 
propriations to complete such unfinished buildings accord- 
ing to the original plans. This apparent disposition to over-

ride the will of the Legislature is subject to the severest 
criticism. 

The cominittee has recommended specific appropria- 
tions for new buildings and repairs to old structures in 
such instances only as where the necessity therefor was 
apparent and pressing, keeping in mind at all times both 
the welfare of the unfortunate wards of the State, and the 
burdens of the taxpayers. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the courteous 
treatment accorded the committee by the various officials 
and the valuable assistance rendered the committee in de- 
ciding upon the recommendations submitted.
